, Havana, May 20—In a triumphant 
procession President Falma was es- 
corted to the executive mansion at 1] 
o'clock this morning while thousands 
applauded. 
The 
streets were 
gay 


with intertwined American and Cuban 
colors and the shout of "Cuba Libre' 
was on every lip. The celebration of 
the first day of the new republic was 
in every way auspicious. 
Thousands 


of visitors are in town an~ in 
the 


streets. Hoary headed veterans in 
rags and almost barefooted were seen 
kneeling in the streets and with tears 
of joy streaming down their 
faces, 


thanking heaven that they h'ad lived 
to see the day when their hopes and 
prayers were realized and Cuba was 
free. 


At every 20 feet along th'e 
route 


small arches covered with colors of 
the new republic were errected, mak- 
ing the route almost an unbroken tri- 
umphal 
canopy. No expense

Accompanying the president-elect

Governor Wood in relinquishing the 


reins of government to President Pal- 
ma stated that the moment had ar- 
rived when "Cuba Libre" 
-was 
no' 


longer a myth, but a reality. He as- 
sured the Cubans of the sympathy and 
support of the United States and sard 
the future of the new republic would 
be watched by the government 
at 


Washington with loving interest He 
then declared the military occupation 
of Cuba by the American forces at an 


end, 
and the authority was resigned 


into the hands of the new president. 


President Palma replied, thanking 


the Americans for the glorious work 
which they had done for Cuba, 
and 


assuring the Americans of the ever- 
lasting gratitude "of the Cuban people. 
It was now 12 o'clock and as the hands 
of the clock 
pointed 
to the hour, 


practically 
every 
American 
flag 


throughout the island was 
lowered 


and the Cuban flag raised 
over 
the 


palace and Moro Castle. As the Amer- 
ican flag was lowered all the warships 
in the harbor, several hundred yards 
from the palace, with, the Cuban rev- 
enue cutters, fired a salute of 45 guns, 
one for each of the American states.

Of the members of the gov- 
ernment the Marquis of Salisbury, not 
as prime minister, but as lord privy 
seal; the Duke of Devonshire, as presi- 
dent of the council; the lord chancellor 
of England, Lord Unlsbury. and the 
lord chancellor of Ireland, Lord Ash- 
bourne, will also follow the king, but 
the other ministers as well as most of 
the nobles of the realm and those com- 
moners favored with admission to the 
abbey, the visiting royalties and thc 
colonial nnd diplomatic representatnes 
will be seated in the abbey long before 
the party arrives. 


Other prominent figures in tbe pro- 


cession will be the lord high constable, 
an ornamental position, filled tempora- 
rily by the king's son-in-law, the Duke 
of Fife, and certain nobles whose his- 
toric claims to act as servants of the 
monarch on this great occasion have 
been favorably passed upon by the 
ooart sitting for that purpose. "Three 
regiments of the home guards will act 
«p escort, under the Duke of Cou- 
naught, and the king and queen will 
ride in their gorgeous new state coach. 
No modern civilian attire will be noted 
in this brilliant assemblage, which will 
be as picuresque in its medieval finery 
as the procession on Henry V.'s return 
to London after- the victory at Agiu- 
court. 


Within the abbey the gray walls and 


all the monuments will be bidden from 
view by temporary structures of heavy 
timber? securely braced and bolted and 
covered with .scarlet cloth. On tempo- 
rary balconies and terraces, in nave 
and transepts, a splendid company of 
peers and princes in their robes of state 
will welcome the advent of the king. 


The scholars of Westminster school 


will greet their monarch and bis con- 
sort with shouts of "Vive rex:" and 
"Vive regiua!" while the dean and 
chapter of the abbey will receive the 
royal party at thc great doors and ac- 
company them to tthe sanctuary, the 
choir singing. "I was glad when they 
said unto me. We will go into the house 
of the Lord." 


The form of the service will follow 


that used for the coronation of William 
IV. and Adelaide, but with many cur- 
tailments.. It will be conducted by the 
primate, tbe archbishop of Canterbury, 


•ijand the traditional primate, the arch- 
[,! bishop of York. Thc latter will crown 
5! tbe queon consort, thus establishing a 


new precedent. 


The first anthem will be followed by 


the ceremony of recognition. From tbe 


chair used at every Eaglish coronation 
isince the first Edward.

anointing, but that ancient ceremony 
nor.- consists mereh of pouring a very 
little oil on the U-ijr'h head out of a 
peculiarly shaped <q>oon. counterparts 
of which, in silrci or silver gilt, may 
be purchased as somenirs by admiring 
Americans in Bond or Uoyeut street. 


After the royal o.ith the "Veni Cre- 


ator" will be sung, and during the cere- 
mony of tbe anointing the choir will 
sing "Zadok the Priost." 


The form of anointing the queen -will 


then be proceeded with. ;'nd the chair 
in which she sits will be that first used 
by Mary II. when she was jointly 
crowned with her husband, William 
111. Both pieces of furniture are old 
and uglj". and attempts to beautify 
them in modern times have failed dis- 
mally. 


This, in brief, is tho essential part of 


the coronation ceremony. It will last 
about two hours. At its close, amid the 
pealing of bells and rejoicing of the 
multitude, the neu ly crowned monarch 
will return through the gayly decorated 
streets to his palace.

THE COAL STRIKE. 


States Moat Affected byt tlie Action 


of tlie Miners. 


The states of Pennsylvania, 
f^e-n- 


York and Jsew Jersey "will bo the most 
seriously affected by the strike of the 
anthracite coal miners, so far as the 
shutting off of the supply of bard coal 
is concerned, says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, These three states in 
1001 consumed 65.2o per cent, cr nearly 
33.000.000 tons, of the entire produc- 
tion of 54,000,000 tons. The New Eng 
land states consumed 15 per cent, or 
over 8.000.000 tons; the western states 
11.OC. per cent, or C.5CO.OOO tons; the 
southern states 4 per cent, or over 
2.000.000 tons; the Dominion of Canada 
3.G1 per cent, or 1,033,000 tons; foreign 
ports 14 per cent, or 75,540 tons, and 
tbe Pacific coast -04 per cent, or 20.000 
tons.

All this coal came from the three 


fields of tbe antb'racite region of north- 
eastern Pennsylvania, "with an area of 
less than 475 square miles. According 
to "Coal-Statistics," by Alder and Uu- 
ley. the total production in 1901 was 
distributed by counties as follows:

Section 1. That section 249 of the Re-

the scenes of Rochambeau's exploits. 
In the expedition against the Minor- 
cts Islands he became,-hiigadier gen- 
eral. At Creveldt he liphl the whole 
Austrian army at bay for hours. At 
Mmden his own part was glorious, 
despite his country's defeat. 


When Louis XV. determined to send 


money and men to help the American 
colonists he chose Rochambeau for the 
leadership. 
The army of G.OOO men 


disembarked at Newport, uhilc the 
supporting navy under Admiral de 
Tornay accupied tne bay. There per- 
force he had to remain, with his com- 
mand, playing his part in the game of 
chess to which the war had- reduced 
itself. 
Washington he fli&f met in 


1780 at Hartford. It was decided that 
the two armies should' join 
forces, 


Washington's troops being then along 
the highlands of the Hudson. 


It was not till June, l(tSl, after Roch- 


ambeau's son had comswfrom France 
with fee'riforcehfentS, tEat'the armies 
united. After reconnoissances it was 
decided that General Clinton and the 
British at New York were still too 
strong to attack. Then it was that the 
advance on Cornwallis was determined 
Skillfully deceiving General Clinton, 
the united armies weie soqn "on" the 
route for Virginia. They closed in on 
the British general, fought him gal- 
lantly at the outposts, and trapped 
him so completely that he surrendered 
and the war of the i evolution 
was 


won. 


Roehambeau was loaded with honors 


by the Continental Congress, and he 
did not return to France till the next 
spring. He

France, 
survived 
the 
revolution, 


though suffering impi isonment 
and 


nairowly escaping e\ecution, 
and 


died in 1807 at the age of 82.

22d, 
is another period in which very 


active storms of this period will devel- 
op and run their course from west to 
east. As we enter this period and the 
days and nights begin to grow sultry 
and warm, see if your barometer dies 
not soon begin to fall, and your hy- 
;rometer to indicate a growing amount 


of humidity in the atmosphere. About 
the 20th these conditions will break in- 
to active storms of raini 
wind and 


thunder in western sections, and dur- 
ing the three days next following these 
storms will increase in extent and se- 
verity as they gather force and move 
eastward across the country. 
If you 


consult a reliable barometer, it will 
show you plainly and long in advance 
whether dangerous storms are forming 
west of your locality to sweep over 
you in their pathway to the east. Re- 
member that the center of the storm 
disturbances is always west of your 
locality, as long as the winds blow 
from the east or south. If the storm 
comes up after hours, or days, of .wind 
from the northeast, the storm center is 
to your southwest, and while it will not 
bring your section destructive winds 
and tornadoes, it is apt to end in long- 
continued and very cold rains. The 
danger side of such storms is far to 
the south. 
v\ ateh the storms that hit 


your locality after hours of warm and 
fitful winds from the southeast and 
south. This admonition is of serious 
importance, when such indications are 
attended during a storm period with a 
rapidly falling barometer. 


On and touching the 26th and 27th 


look for change to much warmer, fall- 
ing barometer and some 
decided 


storms of wind and rain. The storm 
diagram shows that this reactionary 
period is embraced 
in the Mercury 


period, and cloudy, unsettled and per- 
haps rainy weather will be prolonged 
into the Vulcan storm period which be- 
gins on the 30th and runs into Jime 
The Mercury period is central on the 
31st, with Moon on the celestial equa- 
tor on the same date. May will go 
out in the midst of gathering storms

lot Mathematics, bat a JIattcr of 


Creative Imagination. 


"The idea of business in a country 


that has reached the height of its de- 
velopment is a dry as dust affair," says 
Hutchins Hapgood in Ainslee's. "It is 
the miserable system of keeping what 
one has, a system in which the temper- 
ament and the imagination do not play 
a part. The American, however, puts 
imagination into business. Business is 
the art of this country. To the Ameri- 
can of aftairs there are in his wo:k ex- 
citement, charm and color. To him it is 
not a matter of mathematics, but of 
the creative imagination. Great proc- 
esses, great inventions, great corpora- 
tions—the organization of such things 
requires genius. 


"Xobody is stupider, more avaricious 


and more economical in a small way 
than a French peasant or a Gorman 
hausfrau. 
Xobody is less avaricious 


and more economical in a big way than 
a great American inventor, financier 
or business man.'' Through his brains 
production becomes cheaper and conse- 
quently more abundant, and more good 
to the common people thereby accrues 


by all the small savings ever made 


since civilization liegan. It is better to 
be able to make than to save, and to 
make much a large outlay in money, 
energy and brains is necessary. To 
save pennies is a sign of commercial 
incompetence and national decline. 


"When an individual or a nation be 


gins a system of housekeeping on a 
small scale, it is a sign that the life 
blood is ebbing. Old people, drier and 
less resourceful than young, people, arc 
notoriously more economical. They. like 
old nations, want to hang on to what 
they have rather than strive for more. 
The wisdom of the French peasant 
consists in keeping down his expeudi 
ture and the size of his family to n 
point where the nation as a whole is- 
weakened. As Bacon said. 'He thai 
hath a state to repair may net despise 
small things,' and perhaps the decay of 
the country is the cause rather than 
the effect of French economy. Anyway 
the two things hang closely together."

One Figtiro In a Japancac Picture 


Visible Only at Kiftht. 


Some of the finest Japanese paint- 


ings in Washington are in the legation 
building of that nation, the Japanese 
embassador being a collector and con- 
noisseur of the art of his native land. 
The Japanese style of painting is alto- 
gether unlike that of Europe and 
America, and the reason Japanese 
jainters are able to produce color ef- 
'ects that are the despair of Euro 
)ean and American artists is owing to 
he pigments they use. a largo number 
of which are secret and unknown out- 
side of Japan. 


In Japan there is a very famous 


painting which no amount of money 
could buy and which is the master- 
jiece of a famous artist who lived 
several centuries ago. 
Viewing the 


painting ifa the daytime, one is disap- 
pointed. It shows nothing more than 
i very commonplace landscape, unre- 
ieved by mountains or hills. As soou,

ure, for upon the canvas there ap 
pears a luminous water buffalo (cari- 
>ou) browsing upon the grass at its 
eet. 
The artist who painted this picture 


"liseovered a certain phosphorescent 
>aint, which he obtained from the bod- 
es of certain roollusks, or fish, and 
vith which he painted the buffalo that, 
nvisible in daylight, is luminously 
brilliant in the dark. The secret of 
making this p.nnt died with the artist. 
The pic-tin c which hangs in a Bud- 
Jhist temple. Ins proved a fertile source 
of superstition, the priests claiming that 
he buffalo hides away in the shade 
behind some trees in the picture dur- 
ng the heat of the day, coming out at 
night to graze.—Washington Post.

Akron, O., May 
20—Twenty-five 


years in the 'penitentiary at: hard laboi 
was .the sentence Judge Webber im 
posed -on Charles Cooney, the negro 
who robbed :and assaulted Miss Ber 
tha Moore Saturday, near Cuyatibga 
Falls! "Thomas TJpschaw and William 
Brent, the negro boys -who accompan 
ied Cooney, were sent to intermediate 
penitentiary, at Mansfield for indefinite 
terms. 'All three were hurried'out of 
town, at once, for it was not Renown ex- 
cept to-the authorities and Miss Moore 
that Cooney's 'offense Was so serious 
as has developed, and trouble was 
feared. 


The three negroes were arraigned 


and a special :grand jury indicted them 
In the preliminary "hearing TJpschaw 
and Brent pleaded not guilty, but af 
ter they were indicted they consented 
to plead guilty of highway robbery 
The fact that the negroes had no couri 
sel, and that the cases were rushed 
through so swiftly, the 
arraignment 


taking place early before the city was 
fairly awake and the trial and sentence 
being imposed when the court room 
was deserted, has caused great indig 
nation and the authorities are being 
severely scored.

SUN OBSCURED BT VOLOAHIO DUST 


M. Albert, Who Rncaped Thonch Only 


• 
Mile Anay From the Crater, 


Telia How lie Iteacued Him Fmitil.i 
and Later San Him Properly U«er- 
ruu IViih Lava. 


M. Albert, the owner and manager of 


the Lagarrane estate, which lies about 
a mile northeast of the crater of Mont 
Peleo, recently arrived at Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, with his family on the steam- 
ship Canada from Martinique. lie 
tells a story of a marvelous escape 
from the death that swept St Pierre 
out of existence, says the New York 
Herald's special correspondent 
He 


says: 


"Mont Pelee had given warning of 


the destruction that was to come, but 
we, who had looked upon the volcano 
as harmless, did not believe that it 
would do more than spout fire and 
steam, as it had done on other occa- 
sions. It was a little before 8 o'clock 
on the morning of May S that the end 
canie. I was in one of the lields of 
my estate when the ground trembled 
under my feet, not as it does when the 
earth quakes, but as though a terrible 
struggle was going on within the tuoun 
tain. A terror came upon me, but 1 
could not explain my fear. 


"As I stood still Mont Pelee seemed 


to shudder, and a moaning sound is 
sued from its crater. 
It was quite- 


dark, the sun being obscured by ashes 
aud fine volcanic dust. The air was 
dead about me, so dead that the float 
ing dust seemingly was not disturbed 
Then there was a rending, crashing, 
grinding noise, which I can only de- 
scribe as sounding as though every bit 
of machinery in the world had suddeu 
ly broken down. 
It was deafening, 


and the flash of light that accompanied 
it was blinding, more so than any light- 
ning I have ever seen. 


"It wag like a terrible hurricane, and 


where a fraction of a second before 
there had been a perfect calm 1 felt 
myself drawn Into a vortex, and I had 
to brace myself firmly. It was like a 
great express train rushing by, aud I 
was drawn by its force. . Tbe mysteri- 
ous force leveled a row of strong trees, 
tearing them up by the roots and leav- 
ing bare a space of ground" 15 yards 
wide and more than 100 yards long. 


"Transfixed. I stood, not knowing In 


•what direction to flee. 1 looked toward 
Mont Pelee, and above its apex formed 
a great black cloud which reached high 
in the air. It literally fell upon tbe city 
of St. Pierre. It moved with a^rapidity 
that made it impossible for anything to 
escape it. From the cloud came ex- 
plosions that sounded as though all the 
navies of the world were in titanic 
combat. Lightning played in and out 
in broad forks, the result being that in- 
tense darkness was followed by light 
that seemed to be of magnifying pow- 
er. 
That St. Pierre -was doomed I 


knew, but I was prevented from seeing 
the destruction by a spur of the hill 
that shut off the view of the city. It is 
impossible for me to tell how long I 
sto'.d tbere inert. Probably it was only 
a few seconds, but so vivid were my 
impressions that it now seems as 
though I stood as a spectator for many 
minutes. When I recovered possession 
of my senses, I ran to my house and 
collected the members of the family, 
all of whom were panic stricken. I 
hurried them to the seashore, where AVC 
boarded a small steamship, in which 
we made the trip in safety to Fort-de- 
France. 


"I know that there was no flame in 


tbe first wave that was sent down upon 
St. Pierre. It was a heavy gas, like 
firedamp, and it must have asphyxiat- 
ed the inhabitants before they were 
touched by the fire, which quickly fol- 
lowed. As we drew out to sea in the 
small steamship Mont Pelee was in the 
throes of a terrible convulsion. New 
craters seemed to be opening all about 
tbe summit, and lava was flowing in 
broad streams in every direction. My 
estate was ruined while we were still 
in sight of it 


"Many women who have lived in St. 


Pierre have escaped only to know that 
they are left widowed and childless. 
This is because many of the wealthier 
men sent their wires away while they 
remained in St. Pierre to attend to 
their business affairs."

Mother of the Murdered Boy Anxious

New York, May 20— (Bulletin.)— 


This noon the coroner's jury Which has 
been aead'ig evidence in the inquest 
on the deali of Walter Brooks, return- 
ed a tardiit that Brooks had come to 
his death at the hands of a person or 
persons unknown. The verdict proba- 
bly means that the district attorney 
will not take further action so far "as 
Florence Burns is concerned. 


New York, May 20—With much of 


the ceremony that attends a trial ot 
the indictment, the inquest into the 
death of Walter S. Brooks, who was 
found dying with a bullet in his head 
in the Glen Island hotel February 14, 
and of whose murder bis sweetheart, 
Florence Burns, stands accused, will 
conclude today. Then, after a brief 
summary of the evidence by Coroner 
Brown, the case will go to the jury.
